AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General’s  Report  on  the  1931  Census  shows 
the  Administrative  County  to  have  an  area  of  961,200  acres 
and  a  population  of  263,498.

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Commenting  on  the  housing  conditions  revealed  by  the 
1931  Census,  the  Registrar  General,  in  his  report,  as  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  Administrative  County,  states  : — 

“All  areas,  save  two,  return  increases  in  the  number  of 
occupied  dwellings.  The  largest  recorded  increment  is  that 
of  42.51  per  cent,  in  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham,  followed 
by  Brigg  U.D.  29.13  per  cent.,  Winterton  U.D.  25.52  per  cent." 

“  Vacant  unfurnished  dwellings  are  relatively  most  numer¬ 
ous  in  Woodhall  Spa  U.D.  where  they  amount  to  8.27  per 
cent,  of  the  total,  and  are  also  prominent  in  Mablethorpe 
and  Sutton  U.D.  (4.45).’’ 

“  In  respect  of  room  accommodation  Woodhall  Spa  U.D. 
claims  first  place  with  a  general  average  of  6.33  rooms  per 
dwelling,  while,  immediately  following,  are  Mablethorpe  and 
Sutton  U.D.  and  Skegness  U.D.  with  5.93  each.  At  the  other 
extreme  stands  Crowle  U.D.  with  a  minimum  of  4.67  rooms.” 

“  Measured  in  terms  of  families  per  dwelling,  housing  pres¬ 
sure  would  appear  to  be  at  a  maximum  in  Scunthorpe  and 
Frodingham  U.D.  where  there  are  on  an  average,  1.10  families 
per  dwelling.  Other  areas  above  the  average  for  the  Counties 
are  Cleethorpes  U.D.  and  Roxby-cum-Risby  U.D.  with  1.06 
and  1.04  respectively.” 

“  The  average  size  of  families  in  the  several  areas  varies 
from  4.46  to  3.15  persons.  The  largest  are  found  at  Roxby- 
cum-Risby  U.D.  (4.46),  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham  U.D. 
(4.06)  and  Sibsey  R.D.  (4.05)  ;  the  smallest  is  Market  Rasen 
U.D.  (3.15),  Horncastle  U.D.  and  Louth  M.B.  (3.24  each.)  In 
every  area  the  families  of  1931  are  smaller  than  they  were  in 
1921.” 

“  Overcrowding  has  been  reduced  in  a  large  majority  of 
areas  and  in  some  the  improvement  shown  for  the  decennium 
has  been  considerable,  e.g.,  Crowle  U.D.  As  measures  by 
the  conventional  ‘  More  than  two  persons  per  room  ’  index, 
the  overcrowded  element  is  at  its  maximum  in  Roxby-cum- 
Risby  U.D.  where  6.30  per  cent,  of  the  population  fall  within 
the  category.  Brigg  U.D.  (5.49)  and  Scunthorpe  and  Froding¬ 
ham  U.D.  come  next  in  order  of  magnitude,  with  4.73.”

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

The  live  births  registered  in  or  belonging  to  the 
Administrative  County  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1932,  numbered  4,25 7,  compared  with  4,327  in  the  year 
previous.  The  live-birth  rate  based  on  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation  is  therefore  16.08  per  1000,  and  is  the  lowest  yet  re¬ 
corded.  It  is,  however,  slightly  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  viz.  15.3. 

In  1932  the  births  in  the  County  exceeded  the  deaths  by 
846. 


There  were  7  County  districts,  viz.  Alford  U.D.,  Horn- 
castle  U.D.,  Louth  Borough,  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton  U.D., 
Market  Rasen  U.D.,  Gainsborough  U.D.  and  Woodhall  Spa 
U.D.,  in  which  the  birth  rate  was  lower  than  the  death  rate.

Deaths  from  disease  of  the  heart  in  1932  numbered  681, 
or  more  than  one  fifth  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.

Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
registered  in  the  Administrative  County  in  1932  was  253, 
or  7.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  at  all  ages. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  per  1000  live  births  was  59.43, 
as  compared  with  61.47  in  1931.  More  than  half  the  deaths 
(138)  were  ascribed  to  Malformation,  Congenital  Debility  and 
Premature  Birth.  The  proportion  of  deaths  for  these  causes 
shows  little  or  no  tendency  to  decrease.  Diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  were  responsible  for  46  deaths,  whilst 
those  of  the  digestive  system  accounted  for  12.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

There  is  little  new  to  record  with  regard  to  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  medical  services  transferred  to  the  County 
Council  under  the  Local  Government  Act. 

The  conversion  of  the  Caistor  Institution  into  a  home  for 
Mental  defectives  is  now  nearly  completed  as  are  also  the 
alterations  at  the  Horncastle  Institution,  where  cottage 
homes  are  being  provided  for  the  accommodation  of 
children. 

It  is  not  proposed  at  present  to  proceed  with  the  full  scheme 
for  the  conversion  of  the  Louth  Institution  into  a  general 
hospital,  but  the  necessary  alterations  and  improvements 
as  far  as  they  relate  to  the  Infirmary  block  will,  however, 
be  proceeded  with  and  will,  when  completed,  afford  much 
improved  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  home  is  provided  through  the 
District  Nursing  Associations,  of  which  there  are  53  in  the 
County.  About  one-third  of  the  County  is  provided  for 
in  this  way,  the  remainder  being  without  any  system  of 
public  nursing. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Two  whole  time  nurses  who  visit  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
in  their  homes  are  employed  by  the  County  Council.  These 
nurses  also  undertake  the  nursing  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
and  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

In  addition  to  the  two  whole  time  nurses,  the  County  Council 
share  with  the  Scunthorpe  Urban  District  Council  the  services 
of  a  nurse  who  gives  part  of  her  time  to  infectious  disease 
work. 

Health  Visiting. 

Health  visiting  has  hitherto  been  carried  out  in  the  County 
partly  by  whole  time  health  visitors  and  partly  by  district 
nurses  employed  by  local  Nursing  Associations.  The 
arrangements  between  the  District  Nursing  Associations 
and  the  County  Council,  under  which  the  district  nurses 
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have  hitherto  been  employed  on  public  health  work,  have 
been  described  in  previous  reports.  As  stated  in  the  report 
for  1931,  the  County  Council  have  had  under  consideration 
the  reorganization  of  the  health  visiting  service.  After 
various  consultations  with  the  Lincolnshire  Nursing  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Council  has  now  decided  to  carry  out  the 
whole  of  their  nursing  duties  by  a  whole  time  health  visiting 
staff.  This  re-arrangement  will  come  into  force  on  1st  April, 
1933.  The  County  Council  will  appoint  such  additional 
health  visitors  as  may  be  necessary  and  will  also  employ  their 
own  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  who  will  also  act  as 
Inspector  of  Midwives. 

In  place  of  the  grants  at  present  paid  to  District  Nursing 
Associations,  the  Council  will  make  a  midwifery  grant  of 
33  T/3  per  cent,  of  the  nurses’  salary  to  each  District  Association 
providing  a  midwifery  service,  the  grant  where  a  Queen's 
Nurse  is  employed  not  to  exceed  /60  and  in  the  case  of  Village 
Nurses  £50.  Associations  in  receipt  of  the  midwifery  grant 
will  pay  the  midwifery  and  maternity  fees  collected  by  them 
to  the  County  Council.  These  fees,  together  with  the 
maternity  fees  received  from  Associations  undertaking 
maternity  nursing  as  distinct  from  midwifery  will  be  added 
to  the  £250  at  present  paid  to  the  County  Association  out 
of  block  grant  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  and 
the  pool  so  formed  will  be  distributed  by  the  County  Council 
to  the  district  nursing  associations  according  to  the  needs 
of  the  latter  as  determined  by  the  Sub-Executive  Committee 
of  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

A  grant  will  also  be  made  to  the  County  Nursing  Association 
towards  administrative  expenses  and  will  be  at  the  rate  of 
^I5°  Per  annum,  plus  £10  per  annum  for  each  new  district 
nursing  association  formed  in  the  County  after  1st  Jan,  1933. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  provides  facilities  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  swabs  for  diagnosis  or  to  prove  freedom  from  the 
infection  of  diptheria,  sputum  for  the  detection  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  blood  for  Widal  reaction  in  typhoid 
fever. 

Analysis  of  water  and  sewage  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  and  at  Nottingham  University. 

Milk  samples  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolida¬ 
tion)  Act,  1915,  are  bacteriologically  examined  at  Sheffield 
University. 
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Pathological  work  in  connection  with  venereal  disease  is 
done  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation’s  Laboratory. 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  County  have  taken  full  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  County  Laboratory.  The  examinations  carried 
out  for  the  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  and  tuberculosis  formed 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  examinations 
made.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

Taking  the  County  as  a  whole  it  cannot  be  regarded  as 
being  adequately  provided  with  a  pure  water  supply. 

The  larger  urban  areas  are  reasonably  satisfactory,  but 
in  some  of  the  smaller  urban  areas  where  a  public  supply  is 
available  50%  or  less  of  the  houses  are  connected.  It  is, 
however,  in  the  rural  districts  where  the  need  is  greatest, 
particularly  in  those  parts  of  the  County  dependent  largely 
on  rain  water,  viz.,  the  Isle  of  Axholme  and  part  of  the  Brigg 
R.D.  in  the  North  and  Sibsey  and  parts  of  the  Horncastle 
and  Spilsby  R.D.’s  in  the  South, 
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In  these  areas  in  times  of  drought,  the  inhabitants  are 
forced  to  obtain  water  from  sources  which  in  many  cases  are 
quite  unfit  for  domestic  purposes,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  in 
these  circumstances  to  find  householders  using  water  from  wells 
and  streams  which  they  know  to  be  polluted.  Villages  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  Trent  not  infrequently  use  the 
highly  polluted  water  from  the  river. 

Separate  water  schemes  had  been  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  by  the  Brigg  Rural  and  the  Scunthorpe  and  Brigg 
Urban  Districts.  In  the  interests  of  economy  and  efficiency 
the  Minister  was  of  the  opinion  that  joint  action  by  the  three 
authorities  was  desirable. 

Various  conferences  have  since  been  held  between  the 
Ministry,  the  County  Council  and  the  District  Councils  con- 
concerned  and  it  now  seems  proable  that  a  Joint  Water  Board 
for  these  Areas  will  eventually  be  formed. 

The  original  scheme  designed  to  provide  a  water  supply 
for  the  Fen  Area  has  apparently  been  abandoned,  but  the 
possibility  of  a  supply  being  obtained  for  this  area  from  the 
Boston  Corporation’s  proposed  Undertaking  at  Fordington 
is  being  considered.  The  Fordington  bore  will  apparently 
tap  the  Spilsby  Sandstone  which  is  already  being  tapped  by 
the  bores  supplying  Skegness,  Alford,  Mablethorpe  and 
Sutton,  and  anxiety  has  already  been  expressed  as  to  whether 
it  will  not  adversely  affect  the  existing  bores.  If  the  water 
supplies  in  this  area  are  to  be  conserved  and  distributed  to 
the  best  advantage  it  would  seem  that  the  authorities  con¬ 
cerned  can  best  attain  this  end  by  setting  up  a  Joint  Water 
Board  to  control  and  develope  the  various  undertakings. 

There  is  no  material  progress  to  record  in  regard  to  the 
provision  of  a  Water  Supply  for  Crowle  and  the  Isle  of  Ax- 
holme.  The  Crowle  authority  apparently  await  the  consent 
of  the  Ministry  to  proceed  with  the  deepening  of  the  present 
bore. 

The  Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District  Council  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  a  scheme  for  providing  their  area  with  water 
from  the  Thorne  Waterworks  at  Hatfield,  but  this  has  not 
yet  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton  Urban  District  Council, 
in  order  to  provide  a  satisfactory  supply  for  the  Mablethorpe 
and  Trusthorpe  portions  of  their  districts  have  sunk  a  bore 
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at  Maltby.  An  ample  supply  of  water  was  found  at  527  feet 
which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  as  being  of  ex¬ 
ceptional  purity,  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

The  Gainsborough  Urban  District  Council  have  decided 
to  augment  their  existing  supply  by  sinking  an  additional 
bore  on  the  present  water  works  site. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Welton  Rural  District 
has  referred  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  need  of  a  public 
supply  for  the  villages  of  Ingham  and  Langworth. 

At  Alford  the  public  supply  has  been  improved  by  the 
provision  of  a  deeper  bore  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  his  Annual  Report  expresses  the  hope  that  as  many  as 
possible  will  avail  themselves  of  the  supply.  About  30% 
of  the  houses  in  Alford  are  at  present  connected,  the  remainder 
being  supplied  from  wells. 

River  Pollution. 

In  connection  with  the  Hydrographical  Survey  of  the 
River  Trent,  observations  on  the  Lindsey  portion  of  the 
river  were  as  usual  carried  out  in  July  and  September.  The 
collection  and  examination  of  samples  at  various  points  were 
undertaken  for  the  County  Council  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Firth,  Uni¬ 
versity  College,  Nottingham.  The  results  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  Tables.

HOUSING  ACT,  1930 
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Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  1926  and  1931. 

Since  these  acts  came  into  operation  the  County  Council 
have  had  134  applications  for  grants.  In  respect  of  79  of 
the  applications,  grants  amounting  to  £4,937  have  been  made 
or  promised.  No  loans  have  been  made  under  the  Acts. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

The  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  is  carried  out  by  9  part  time  Veterinary  Surgeons 
who  are  also  employed  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  and 
Tuberculosis  Order.  They  work  under  the  general  control 
and  direction  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

In  1932  the  number  of  premises  inspected  by  the  Veterinary 
Officers  was  3,485  and  the  number  of  dairy  cattle  examined 
15, 339-  Altogether  453  animals  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  viz.,  cows  in 
milk  131,  other  cows  288,  and  other  bovines  34. 

Milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
by  the  police  and  forwarded  direct  to  the  Sheffield  University 
Laboratory  where  they  are  examined,  both  bacteriologically 
and  biologically.  There  were  62  samples  examined  during 
the  year  in  8  of  which  tubercle  bacilli  were  found.  In  each 
instance  the  cow  giving  the  infected  sample  was  traced  by 
the  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

There  are  only  six  producers  in  the  County  licensed  to 
produce  graded  milk.  One  is  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  produce  grade  “A”  certified  milk,  while  5  produce 
grade  “A”  milk  under  license  from  the  local  district  councils. 

Provision  of  Milk  for  Elementary  School  Children. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  County  Council  has  inaugurated  a  scheme  under  which 
local  managers  can  arrange  for  the  supply  of  milk  to  schools. 
Each  child  may  obtain  1/3  pint  daily  for  id.  and  in  a  few 
instances  teachers  have  been  able  to  arrange  for  a  free  supply 
where  the  child  is  unable  to  afford  the  cost, 
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Recent  information  from  head  teachers  shows  that  3,626 
children  are  being  supplied  with  fresh  milk  daily.  There  are 
in  addition  to  these  schools  at  which  fresh  milk  is  provided, 
44  schools  at  which  1,495  children  are  provided  daily  with 
one  or  other  of  the  proprietory  foods  on  the  market.  In 
this  connection  I  have  as  school  medical  officer,  reported 
to  the  Education  Committee  as  follows  : — 

“There  is  a  tendency  for  the  number  of  schools,  at  which 
patent  foods  are  provided  to  the  exclusion  of  fresh  milk, 
to  increase,  and  in  this  connection  it  would  seem  desirable  to 
say  that  where  a  satisfactory  supply  of  fresh  milk  is  available 
it  should  be  provided  in  preference  to  the  other  foods  now 
being  supplied.  Not  only  is  fresh  milk  one  of  the  most 
nutritious  foods,  but  it  is  also  one  of  the  cheapest.  If  it  is 
compared  with  the  proprietary  article  now  in  most  common 
use  as  a  substitute  it  will  be  found  to  contain  nearly  three 
times  the  amount  of  nutritive  solids.  In  other  words  the 
quantity  of  nutritive  solids  provided  in  the  form  of  fresh 
milk  for  id.  would,  if  provided  in  the  form  of  the  patent  food 
in  question,  cost  3d.  Moreover,  milk  in  its  natural  form 
possesses,  apart  from  its  value  as  a  food,  other  valuable 
health-giving  properties  which  are  usually  not  to  be  found 
in  the  artificially-prepared  variety.” 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council  through  the  Police  in  all  the  districts 
of  the  Administrative  County. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
in  1932,  totalled  568,  as  follows  : — 56  samples  of  butter, 
14  of  cheese,  6  of  coffee,  5  of  cream,  5  of  flour,  29  of  lard,  38  of 
margarine,  213  of  milk,  11  of  sugar,  10  of  tea,  4  of  vinegar, 
2  of  vinegar  (malt),  27  of  spirits,  4  of  cocoa,  1  of  mustard, 
20  of  drugs,  6  of  bread,  2  of  jam,  and  115  of  other  articles. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  below  legal  standard, 
1  sample  of  butter  was  found  to  contain  excess  water,  3 
samples  of  sago  were  found  to  be  100%  tapioca  and  1  sample 
of  tincture  of  iodine  was  found  to  contain  excess  of  patassium 
iodide. 

Prosecutions  were  instituted  against  the  vendors  in  respect 
of  10  of  the  milk  samples  found  below  the  legal  standard 
Four  were  convicted  and  fines  of  £1  and  £2  imposed.  The 
remaining  cases  were  either  discussed  or  the  summons  was 
was  withdrawn.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  in  the 
Administrative  County  during  the  year,  under  the  Infectious 
Disease  Notification  Act,  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  and  under  various  other  regulations  and  orders, 
was  1,418,  as  compared  with  1,471  in  1931  and  1,910  in  1930. 

Small  Pox. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  Small  Pox  notified  in  the  County  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

This  disease  again  shows  a  decline,  the  cases  notified  in 
1932  numbering  244.  The  notifications  for  the  years  192S- 
1931  were  as  follows  : —

Diphtheria. 

There  were  126  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  1932.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  five  years  there  has  also  been  a  very 
appreciable  fall  in  the  number  of  cases.  The  average  number 
of  notifications  for  the  years  1927-1931  was  220,  the  highest 
number  viz.,  321  being  recorded  in  1927.  There  were  10 
deaths  from  diphtheria  during  the  year  giving  a  case  mortality 
of  7.9%. 


Enteric  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  7  as  compared  with  26 
last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Measles. 

As  measles  is  not  notifiable  throughout  the  County,  figures 
are  only  available  in  respect  of  children  of  school  age. 
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The  weekly  infectious  disease  returns  from  the  elementary 
schools  show  that  the  disease  was  less  prevalent  than  in 
1931.  The  number  of  cases  reported  amongst  school  children 
was  1,279,  as  compared  with  1,990  for  the  preceeding  year. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  367  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  as  compared 
with  370  in  1931. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  30  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  were  notified  in  1932,  as  compared  with  17  and  19 
respectively  for  1931.  It  is  probable  that  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  due  to  better 
notification,  rather  than  to  an  actual  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  occurring.  There  is  evidence  that  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  are  now  reported  which  would  have  pre¬ 
viously  escaped  notification. 

Six  deaths  occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  one  in  urban 
and  five  in  rural  areas. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  condition  notified  during 
1932  was  27,  which  is  8  less  than  in  1931.  Eighteen  of  the 
cases  notified  occurred  in  urban  and  9  in  rural  districts. 

The  number  of  cases  per  1,000  registered  births  was  6.34. 

Of  the  cases  notified  23  were  treated  in  their  own  homes 
and  4  in  hospital.  Vision  was  unimpaired  in  23  of  the  cases 
dealt  with.  Of  the  remainder  one  was  reported  as  dead, 
while  three  could  not  be  traced. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Ten  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified 
sporadically  during  the  year.  Six  occurred  in  urban  and  4 
in  rural  districts.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  (excluding  Small  Pox)  occurring  in  the 
urban  districts  of  Barton,  Brigg,  Crowle,  Roxby-cum-Risby, 
Scunthorpe  and  Winterton,  and  also  in  the  rural  districts  of 
Glanford  Brigg  and  the  Isle  of  Axholme.  Patients  from 
these  areas  are  admitted  on  the  advice  of  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at  Brumby. 
When,  as  has  happened  on  several  occasions,  the  accommo¬ 
dation  at  Brumby  is  fully  occupied,  patients  have  been  sent 
to  the  Grimsby  and  Lincoln  Isolation  Hospitals.

Under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  County  Council 
was  required  to  make  a  scheme  securing  throughout  the  County 
adequate  provision  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease.  After  surveying  the 
existing  accommodation  and,  also  consulting  the  District 
Councils,  the  County  Council  has  submitted  the  following 
scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval. 
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Scheme  for  the  provision  of  adequate  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  within 
the  administrative  County  of  the  Parts  of  Lindsey,  Lincoln¬ 
shire. 


This  Scheme  is  made  by  the  County  Council  of  the  Ad¬ 
ministrative  County  of  the  Parts  of  Lindsey,  Lincolnshire 
(hereinafter  called  the  County  Council)  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Part  I — Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Small-pox. 

1.  The  County  Council  shall  make  application  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Disease)  Act, 
1913,  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  extension  of  the  County 
of  the  Parts  of  Lindsey  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1921  and  1925,  to  the  whole 
of  the  Administrative  County  of  the  Parts  of  Lindsey  except 
the  Gainsborough  Urban  District  with  a  view  to  the  County 
Council  becoming  the  Authority  for  the  provision  of  suitable 
accommodation  for  the  proper  isolation  and  treatment  of 
every  person  within  that  area  who  is  affected  with  any  in¬ 
fectious  disease  (other  than  smallpox  or  tuberculosis)  for 
which  Hospital  treatment  is  necessary. 

2.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  County  of  the  Parts  of 
Lindsey  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1921  and  1925,  the  capital  cost  and  overhead 
charges  (including  the  cost  of  the  transport  of  patients)  of 
the  isolation  Hospitals  provided  and  maintained  by  the  County 
Council  will  be  met  by  a  Special  County  Rate,  while  the 
actual  cost  of  the  treatment  and  maintenance  of  patients  in 
such  Hospitals  will  be  a  charge  upon  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  from  which  they  are  sent  for  treatment. 

3.  The  Gainsborough  Urban  District  Council  shall  remain 
the  Authority  for  the  provision  of  isolation  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  their  area,  and  shall  provide  additional  accom¬ 
modation  at  the  Foxby  Hill  Hospital  for  the  nursing  and 
domestic  staff,  and  cubicles  for  observation  and  special 
cases.  It  shall  be  agreed  between  the  District  Council  and 
the  County  Council  that  vacant  beds  in  the  hospitals  provided 
and  maintained  by  either  Authority  shall  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  other  as  the  need  for  additional  accommodation 
arises,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
two  Authorities.

4.  An  additional  block  of  18  beds  shall  be  provided  by 
the  County  Council  at  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital. 

5.  Another  Isolation  Hospital  of  60  beds  shall  be  provided 
by  the  County  Council  to  meet  the  requirements  for  ac¬ 
commodation  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern  parts  of  the  County. 

6.  The  Osgodby  Isolation  Hospital  which  the  County 
Council  have  agreed  to  acquire  from  the  Caistor  Rural  District 
Council,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
under  Section  175  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  will  be 
maintained  by  the  County  Council  with  13  beds  for  the 
treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  primarily  those  in 
the  convalescent  stage. 

Part  II — Smallpox. 

7.  A  provisional  Order  under  Section  279  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875  having  been  made  and  confirmed  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board 
for  the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  of  the  Parts 
of  Lindsey  and  the  City  of  Lincoln,  the  Joint  Board  shall 
provide  52  beds  at  their  Hospital  for  the  accommodation  of 
of  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  County. 

8.  Date  of  Operation. 

This  Scheme  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  date  on  which 
it  is  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

9.  Title. 

This  Scheme  may  be  cited  as  the  County  of  the  Parts  of 
Lindsey  (Infectious  Diseases)  Scheme,  1932. 

PUBLIC  VACCINATION. 

The  Registrar  General  requires  two  returns  to  be  submitted 
annually  for  each  Vaccination  District,  one  in  respect  of 
successful  primary  vaccinations,  and  re-vaccinations  performed 
by  Public  Vaccinators  and  Medical  Officers  of  Public  As¬ 
sistance  Institutions,  the  other  in  respect  of  the  Vaccination 
of  Children  whose  births  were  registered  from  1st  January  to 
31st  December,  1931. 

Summaries  of  these  returns  are  given  in  the  accompanying 
tables  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  out  of  4,258  births, 
744  of  the  infants  were  returned  as  having  been  successfully 
vaccinated,  while  in  respect  of  3,141  of  the  infants  born  in 
1931  declarations  of  conscientious  objection  were  submitted.

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The  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to 
practise  in  1932  was  143,  an  increase  of  14  on  the  number 
for  1931.  Since,  however,  all  but  5  of  the  additional  Mid¬ 
wives  are  in  Institutions,  not  in  practice  on  the  district, 
it  is  obvious  that  very  little  progress  has  been  made  in  ob¬ 
taining  midwives  for  rural  districts,  where  the  need  for  them 
is  very  great. 

Out  of  the  3,879  births  notified  for  the  year,  1,662  were 
notified  by  midwives  and  834  of  the  remaining  mothers 
were  nursed  by  midwives  acting  as  maternity  nurses. 

Miss  Kinselle  made  during  the  year  the  following  visits 
of  inspection  : — 

242  routine  visits  of  inspection  of  midwives. 

5  special  visits. 

10  visits  to  Public  Assistance  Institutions  for  the  in¬ 
spection  of  Midwives. 

1  visit  on  a  handy-woman,  whose  case  was  subsequently 
reported  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

There  have  been  4  maternal  deaths  in  midwives'  practices. 
24  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  by  midwives, 
but  all  made  good  recoveries.  1  of  these  cases  occurred  in 
hospital  and  2  in  maternity  homes.  22  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  were  notified ;  the  cases  were  nursed  either  by 
the  Council’s  Special  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses 
or  Midwives  and  all  completely  recovered  without  impairment 
of  vision.

The  part-time  Visitors  see  the  expectant  mothers  as  a 
rule  in  their  capacity  of  midwives. 

The  attendance  of  mothers  at  Ante-Natal  Clinics  continues 
to  increase  and  during  the  year  626  mothers  made  2,481 
attendances  at  approved  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  while  66  have 
consulted  the  doctors  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  made 
140  attendances.  In  addition  27  expectant  mothers  made 
102  attendances  at  the  Lincoln  City  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and 
5  Post-Natal  cases  made  9  attendances. 

The  majority  of  the  attendances  are  made  at  the  Scun¬ 
thorpe  and  Cleethorpes  Clinics.  At  Scunthorpe  a  clinic 
is  held  at  the  Clinic  premises  and  also  at  the  Maternity  Home. 
At  Cleethorpes,  where  the  clinic  is  not  divided  in  the  same 
way,  there  has  been  overcrowding  at  some  of  the  sessions 
and  more  time  is  to  be  given  in  future. 

The  arrangements  for  Ante-Natal  supervision  of  mothers 
in  villages  are  very  incomplete,  and  the  time  and  expense 
involved  make  it  impossible  to  open  Ante-Natal  clinics  in 
any  considerable  number  of  villages.  Where  an  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  is  not  within  a  reasonable  distance,  it  has  been  decided 
that  for  the  safety  of  the  expectant  mother,  an  arrangement 
should  be  made  for  each  patient,  in  a  midwife’s  practice, 
to  be  examined  as  a  routine  measure  by  the  local  medical 
practitioner  in  the  presence  of  the  midwife  and  a  report  made 
as  to  any  abnormality  observed  and  any  ante-natal  treat¬ 
ment  thought  necessary.

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

The  number  of  Infant  Welfare  and  Baby  Weighing  Centres 
in  the  County  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  arrangements 
are  still  in  force  with  the  local  authorities  concerned,  whereby 
mothers  can  attend  the  Lincoln  or  Boston  Clinics  if  they  live 
near  to  either  of  these  places. 

Four  thousand  two  hundred  and  one  infants  and  children 
attended  one  or  other  of  the  different  County  Council  Centres 
during  the  year  and  made  in  all  36,629  attendances.  Seventy 
two  infants  and  children  from  Lindsey  made  279  attendances 
at  the  Lincoln  Centre.  The  total  was  therefore,  4,273  infants 
and  children,  with  36,908  attendances. 

Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  four  of  the  infants 
and  children  attending  County  Council  Centres  made  a  total 
of  12,670  visits  to  the  clinic  doctors.  The  numbers  of  the 
children  were  made  up  as  follows  : —

Fifty-three  cases  attending  the  Lincoln  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  were  seen  by  the  clinic  doctor,  making  altogether

Particulars  of  the  cases  for  which  treatment  was  provided 
through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  as  follows  : — 

Gastro  Intestinal  Disorders  and  Diseases. 

The  cases  of  minor  Gastro-Intestinal  disorder  or  disease 
are  nearly  always  caused  by  wrong  management  and  wrong 
feeding  of  the  child  and  are  of  course  always  dealt  with  at 
the  centres  themselves. 

Rickets  and  Rachitic  Deformities. 

Nineteen  cases  received  ultra  violet  ray  treatment  and  30 
attended  orthopaedic  clinics.  Many  of  "the  cases  are  early 
cases  amenable  to  dietetic  treatment. 

Other  Deformities. 

Nineteen  cases  were  referred  to  orthopaedic  clinics  and  4  to 
private  doctors. 

Disease  of  the  Ear. 

One  case  of  mastoid  disease  was  referred  to  the  private 
doctor.  Five  cases  of  otitis  media  were  treated  at  daily 
treatment  clinics. 

Eye  Disease. 

Thirty-seven  case  of  squint  were  referred  to  eye  clinics 
and  23  children  obtained  glasses.  These  cases  will  be  kept 
under  observation  to  the  end  of  school  life. 

Mental  Defectives. 

Seventeen  cases  of  mental  defect  and  14  of  suspected 
mental  defect  were  seen  at  the  centres.  Four  received 
treatment,  3  of  them  being  thought  to  improve  mentally  as  a 
result. 

Skin  Diseases. 

2  cases  of  impetigo  were  treated  at  daily  School  Clinics. 

Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Six  cases  of  Enlarged  Tonsils,  1  of  Adenoids  and  8  of  En¬ 
larged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  treated  by  operation.  It 
would  be  much  better  if  parents  could  be  persuaded  to  allow 
their  children  to  have  the  operation  in  the  year  before  com¬ 
mencing  school  life,  but  as  a  rule  they  are  inclined  to  wait 
until  their  children  reach  school  age.

The  number  of  births  notified  in  the  County  in  1932  was 
3.753  live  births  and  126  still  births.  The  number  registered 
was  4,257  live  births  and  175  still  births.  There  were,  there¬ 
fore  504  unnotified  live  births,  although  in  a  few  of  these 
cases  a  Health  Visitor  would  hear  accidentally  of  the  birth 
of  a  child  and  would  be  able  to  pay  a  first  visit  at  the  ordinary 
time,  yet  in  the  great  majority  of  the  cases  the  first  visits 
were  necessarily  delayed.

The  first  visit  to  a  child  is  made  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  doctor  or  midwife  has  ceased  to  visit.  Further  visits 
are  made  as  far  as  possible  monthly  until  the  child  is  9  months 
old.  After  this,  unless  there  are  special  circumstances  which 
make  more  frequent  visits  advisable,  the  child  is  visited  only 
at  the  ages  of  1  year,  2  years,  3  years  and  4-|-  years  respec¬ 
tively.  The  visit  at  \\  years  is  a  final  one,  provided  that 
everything  is  satisfactory  and  the  parent  unlikely  to  remove, 
and  after  it  the  forms  are  sent  to  the  Central  Office  in  order 
to  be  available  at  the  first  medical  inspection. 

At  the  first  visit  to  a  child  the  Health  Visitor  completes  a 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  child  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  house.  Special  reports  are  afterwards  sent  to  the 


County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  any  serious  state  of 
ill-health  of  the  child  or  any  grave  sanitary  defect.  Reports 
are  forwarded  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
regard  to  sanitary  defects  that  it  is  considered  should  be 
brought  to  his  notice. 

Twenty-eight  of  the  infants  seen  at  first  visits  were  reported 
to  be  suffering  from  discharging  eyes,  slight  or  otherwise. 

Eleven  of  the  cases  were  already  under  medical  care. 
In  one  case  in  which  a  doctor  was  summoned  only  as  a  result 
of  the  nurse’s  visit  the  condition  was  found  to  be  so  serious 
that  he  immediately  ordered  the  child’s  removal  to  hospital. 
Where  a  doctor  is  in  attendance  on  a  case  of  discharging  eyes 
in  a  newlv-born  infant  the  services  of  the  Infectious  Disease 
Nurse  are  put  at  his  disposal.  Every  case  of  discharging 
eyes  reported  by  a  Health  Visitor,  whether  slight  or  severe, 
is  carefully  followed  up. 

Forty-nine  reports  in  regard  to  sanitary  defects  were 
received,  22  of  which  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  house  was  situated.  Three 
cases  of  neglect  were  referred  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

Dental  Service. 

The  dental  service  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  for  children  under  5  years  of  age  has  been  carried  out 
on  the  same  lines  as  last  year.  The  following  is  an  epitome 
of  the  work  done  : —

Five  additional  children  were  treated  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 

Lincoln 
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Three  of  the  dentists  comment  on  the  very  bad  condition 
of  the  teeth  of  many  of  the  children  sent  to  them  for  treatment. 
Miss  Waddell  adds  that  in  children  in  whom  the  dental  caries 
was  markedly  less  than  average,  she  has  found  that  the  diet 
has  included  raw  milk  ;  this  observation  is  of  much  interest 
in  view  of  recent  researches  as  to  the  causation  of  dental 
caries,  but  the  numbers  dealt  with  are  altogether  too  small 
taken  by  themselves,  to  justify  any  definite  conclusion. 

Dr.  Miller  points  out  that  the  accommodation  at  Skegness 
is  very  poor,  in  that  the  room  is  small,  the  heating  difficult 
to  regulate,  and  the  light  very  poor.  It  is  unfortunate, 
that  up  to  the  present,  in  spite  of  every  effort,  no  suitable 
alternative  clinic  premises  have  been  found. 

All  the  dentists  are  convinced  of  the  value  to  the  mothers 
of  the  treatment  given. 


Dried  Milk. 

Dried  Milk  has  again  been  supplied  under  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  as  last  year  for  the  use  of  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers,  such  infants  as  cannot  be  breast  fed,  and  children 
under  5  years  of  age.

Six  of  the  27  children  treated  for  rickets  were  also  under 
treatment  for  ricketty  deformities  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 
Five  of  the  31  cases  of  Malnutrition,  Debility  and  anaemia 
defaulted  before  the  end  of  treatment,  2  of  them  as  a  result 
of  intercurrent  acute  illness.  One  case  of  Peritonitis  and 
Debility  in  which  the  chest  condition  was  unchanged,  lost 
weight  during  the  period  of  treatment.

Adults. 

Two  out  of  the  4  cases  of  Tubercular  Adenitis  had  pre¬ 
viously  received  surgical  treatment  without  a  cure  and 
they  improved  both  locally  and  generally.  In  a  third  case 
there  was  a  discharging  sinus  which  dried  up  during  treatment 
and  the  glands  diminished  in  size. 

In  the  3  cases  of  Lupus  courses  of  general  Ultra-Violet  Ray 
treatment  only  were  given  at  the  clinics,  while  the  local 
condition  was  treated  elsewhere  by  applications  of  pure 
carbolic  acid.  It  was  noted  that  improvement  was  much 
more  marked  during  the  periods  of  Ultra-Violet  Ray  treat¬ 
ment. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  treated  at  the  different  County 
Council  Clinics,  8  cases  all  of  children  under  5  were  treated 
at  the  Ultra-Violet  Ray  Clinic  in  connection  with  the  Lincoln 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  The  following  table

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MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES. 

Mothercraft  Classes  for  older  girls  have  been  held  on  County 
Council  premises  at  Brigg,  Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough, 
Louth,  Market  Rasen  and  Scunthorpe.  These  classes  have 
been  organised  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  with 
a  Health  Visitor  in  charge  of  each.  The  instruction  is  on 
practical  lines  and  the  girls  take  a  keen  interest  in  handling 
the  doll  models.  The  mothers  appreciate  the  value  of  the 
teaching  the  girls  receive  and  often  tell  the  Health  Visitor 
that  they  have  themselves  learned  useful  lessons  from  their 
girls  who  attend. 


MATERNITY  HOMES. 

Two  Maternity  Homes  are  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
one  at  Cleethorpes  and  one  at  Scunthorpe.  The  number 
of  beds  at  the  Cleethorpes  Home  is  now  16,  having  been 
increased  from  14  during  the  year  ;  the  number  of  beds  at 
Scunthorpe  is  12.  301  cases  were  admitted  at  Cleethorpes 

during  the  year  and  284  at  Scunthorpe. 

Maternity  cases  including  Ante-Natal  and  non-sep tic 
Post  Natal  cases  are  also  sent  to  the  Lincoln  Maternity  Home, 
the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Louth  Hospital,  the  Market 
Rasen  Cottage  Hospital,  and  to  Edenheld  Maternity  Home, 
Doncaster.  The  number  sent  to  these  Institutions  last  year 
was  47. 

Septic  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Department  of 
Edenheld  Maternity  Home,  to  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
and  to  the  Lincoln  City  Fever  Hospital.  The  total  number 
admitted  last  year  was  12. 

Beds  for  Maternity  cases  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions 
are  now  only  provided  at  Brigg,  Gainsborough  and  Spilsby, 
and  only  29  cases  in  all  were  dealt  with. 

A  total  of  659  cases  have  been  admitted  during  the  year 
to  Maternity  Homes  and  Institutions  in  part  or  in  whole  at 
the  expense  of  the  County  Council.  This  number  includes 
5  for  Ante-Natal  and  2  for  Post  Natal  treatment  only.  The 
corresponding  figures  last  year  were  510  cases  including  2 
for  Ante-Natal  and  2  for  Post  Natal  treatment.  The 
following  table  gives  details  in  respect  of  the  cases  for  1932  : — 


MATERNITY  HOSPITAL  PROVISION. 
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In  addition  5  cases  received  Ante-Natal  Treatment  only  and  2  Post-Natal  Treatment  only  in  other  Institutions. 
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The  number  of  admissions  to  the  County  Council 
Maternity  Homes  continues  to  increase.  At  Cleethorpes  the 
number  was  301  in  1932,  compared  with  225  in  1931  ;  at 
Scunthorpe  284  in  1932,  compared  with  208  in  1931. 

At  Cleethorpes  the  Medical  Superintendent  reports  that 
the  number  of  beds  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  need, 
but  suggests  that  if  the  applications  continue  to  increase 
in  number  it  will  be  necessary  to  limit  the  booking's  to  32 
a  month.  50%  of  all  births  occurring  in  Cleethorpes  during 
the  year  took  place  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

Of  the  284  cases  admitted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity 
Home  59  were  operation  cases.  A  Surgeon  was 
called  in  in  consultation  by  the  General  Practitioner 
in  52  cases.  As  the  table  above  shows,  there  were 
2  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis,  and  10  of  puerperal  pyrexia 
in  the  Home  during  the  year,  some  of  them  being 
emergency  cases,  and  developing  a  temperature  almost 
immediately  after  admission.  It  has  been  decided  in  future 
to  refuse  to  admit  cases  of  inevitable  abortion  because  of  the 
danger  of  the  development  of  sepsis.  The  Home  has  been 
over-crowded  at  times  during  the  year,  and  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  is  recognised  to  be  inadequate.  After  the  most  careful 
consideration  the  decision  has  been  reached  that  there  is  no 
possibility  of  satisfactory  extension  of  the  present  buildings, 
and  that  the  only  alternative  is  to  build  a  new  Maternity 
Home.  Until  this  is  done  the  number  of  admissions  is  being 
rigidly  limited. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  cases  sent  to  the  Lincoln 
Maternity  Home  have  been  emergency  and  complicated  cases. 

Both  at  Cleethorpes  and  Scunthorpe  there  is  close  co¬ 
operation  between  the  Maternity  Home  and  the  Ante  Natal 
Clinic. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  of  mothers  in  Maternity 
Homes  during  the  year;  last  year  the  number  was  5,  the 
year  before  9.  The  numbers  and  thqf  length  of  time  involved 
are  both  too  small  to  justify  a  conclusion  as  to  whether  the 
diminution  in  number  of  deaths  is  largely  merely  accidental 
or  is  really,  as  it  may  be  hoped,  the  result  of  recognition  of 
abnormalities  earlier  in  the  ante-natal  period. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority  within 
the  Administrative  County  for  the  above  Act,  under  which 
every  person  who  carries  on  a  Nursing  Home  (except  under 
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special  provisions  for  exemption)  must  be  registered  with  the 
Local  Supervising  Authority.  When  application  is  made 
for  registration  the  County  Medical  Officer  inspects  and 
reports  as  to  the  suitability  or  otherwise  of  the  premises  and 
general  arrangements.  The  Inspector  of  Midwives  also 
visits  and  reports  periodically. 

There  are  now  five  Homes  registered  in  the  County,  of 
which  2  are  Maternity  Homes,  and  3  are  for  general  cases. 
8  Homes  have  been  exempt  from  inspection. 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Children  Acts. 

The  number  of  children  registered  as  being  taken  charge 
of  for  gain  by  persons  other  than  their  parents,  and  who,

As  a  result  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932, 
which  came  into  operation  during  the  year,  7  children  whose 
names  had  been  removed  from  the  register  as  having  reached 
the  age  of  7  years,  were  re-entered,  as  the  Act  provides  that 
such  children  should  now  be  inspected  up  to  the  age  of  9 
years. 

As  was  stated  last  year,  all  the  Health  Visitors  in  the 
County  are  appointed  as  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors 
under  the  Act.  This  year,  as  last,  only  39  Health  Visitors 
had  any  of  the  children  actually  under  their  care. 

Each  child  is  visited  monthly,  a  report  of  each  visit  being- 
sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  all  734 
visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  had  special  instructions  as 
follows  : — 

(1)  to  urge  the  foster  mothers  to  take  infants  to  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres. 

(2)  to  ascertain  at  least  every  6  months  that  each  foster 
mother  understands  that  no  insurance  of  the  child  is 
permissible,  and  that  no  insurance  has  actually  been 
made. 
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(3)  to  enquire  as  to  the  provision  of  a  fire  guard  and 
the  use  of  a  separate  cot. 

(4)  to  report  any  case  in  which  there  are  in  a  house  more 
than  5  children,  any  of  whom  come  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts. 

There  is  still  much  general  ignorance  as  to  the  conditions 
in  which  a  child  can  be  taken  for  gain.  Advertisements 
have  again  been  published  in  the  local  papers,  and  copies 
of  the  main  relevant  provisions  of  the  Acts  have  been  posted 
up  in  all  the  County  Council  Clinic  premises.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  bring  to  light  any  unnotified  case  of  a  child  taken 
for  gain,  Health  Visitors  and  Relieving  Officers  being  asked 
to  report  any  suspected  case. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  there 
were  notified  489  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  as  compared 
with  405  in  1931.  This  is  an  increase  of  84  cases,  of  which 
80  are  in  respect  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  4  in  respect  of  the  non-pulmonary  variety 
of  the  disease.

Of  the  232  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  as  attributable 
to  tuberculosis,  42  or  18%  were  in  respect  of  cases  which 
had  not  been  notified  as  required  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Regulations.  Patients  dying  within  three  months  of  notifi¬ 
cation  numbered  74,  while  an  additional  19  died  within  12 
months  of  notification.  Of  the  total  number  of  cases  (93), 
cases  dying'  within  a  year  of  notification,  the  death  certificates 
showed  that  31  died  from  one  or  other  of  the  acute  forms  of 
tuberculosis. 


Dispensary  Organisation. 

New  Cases. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  dispensaries,  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  officers  examined  545  new  cases,  of  which  282  were 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  89 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  Of  the  remaining 
cases  examined  159  were  found  not  to  be  tubercular,  and  in 
15  instances  the  diagnosis  had  not  been  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  number  of  patients  on  the  dispensary  registers  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  1,604,  and  the  number  of  attendances 
at  the  dispensaries  4,545. 

Contacts. 

The  contacts  examined  in  1932  numbered  778,  34,  or  4.3%, 
of  these  were  found  to  be  definitely  tubercular. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

All  cases  on  the  dispensary  registers  are  under  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  officers’  supervision,  but  as  a  rule  treatment  is  not 
given  at  the  dispensaries.  Patients  requiring  domiciliary 
treatment  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors.  With  regard 
to  the  4  patients  requiring  artificial  pneumothorax  refills, 
these  were  dealt  with  by  the  Medical  Officer  either  at  the 
patient’s  home  or  at  one  of  the  clinics  or  institutions. 

Home  Visits. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  dispensaries,  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  officers  made  1,071,  and  Ihc  nurses  5 > 5 3 3  visits  to  the 
homes  of  tubercular  patients. 

X-Ray  Examinations. 

There  were  91  X-Ray  examinations  made  for  diagnostic 
purposes  during  1932. 
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Extra  Nourishment. 

Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs  is 
supplied  in  necessitous  cases  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
tuberculosis  officers.  During  the  year  94  patients  were 
provided  for  under  this  arrangement. 

Shelters. 

Ninety-five  open-air  shelters  have  been  in  continuous  use 
throughout  the  county  during  the  year.  These  shelters  are 
loaned  to  suitable  cases  on  the  advice  of  the  tuberculosis 
officers. 


Laboratory  Examinations. 

Specimens  of  sputum  are  received  for  examination  at  the 
County  Laboratory  from  the  tuberculosis  officers,  and  from 
general  practitioners,  and  from  the  various  hospitals  and 
other  institutions  in  the  area.  In  the  year  under  review 
the  specimens  examined  numbered  939,  of  which  283  were 
found  to1  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  Council’s  Dental  Surgeons  undertake  the  treatment  of 
tubercular  patients  both  at  the  dispensaries  and  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  institutions  provided  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis.  During  1932  35  patients  received  dental  treat¬ 
ment  through  the  dispensaries,  while  77  were  treated  at  one  or 
other  of  the  institutions.  Twenty-three  complete  and  6 
partial  sets  of  teeth  were  provided. 

After-Care. 

The  work  of  the  After-Care  Committees  at  Cleethorpes, 
Gainsborough  and  Scunthorpe  has  been  continued  on  the  lines 
referred  to  in  previous  reports.  The  Council’s  Tuberculosis 
Officers  are  closely  in  touch  with  the  Committees.  Most  of 
the  funds  of  the  Committees  are  raised  locally  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  County  Council  now  makes  a  grant  of  ^10  per 
annum:  to  each  of  the  three  Committees. 

Dr.  Clarke,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  Scunthorpe, 
reporting  on  the  work  of  the  local  Committee  during  the 
year,  states  : — 

In  the  course  of  their  work  the  Committtee  endeavour 
to  collaborate  with  all  existing  authorities  or  voluntary 
associations  and  secure  help  for  patients  where  such  can 
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legitimately  be  obtained.  They  are  sometimes  able  to  secure 
better  housing  or  better  economic  and  domestic  conditions, 
and  as  far  as  possible  endeavour  to  make  for  a  healthier  way 
of  life. 

“  Much  endurance  and  courage  are  frequently  displayed 
by  those  affected  by  a  disease?  contracted  either  through  mere 
chance  infection  or  through  unfavourable  conditions  of  life 
and  work.  The  Committee  feel  privileged  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  in  lives  where  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  human 
spirit  and  bodily  disease.  In  the  following  outline  of  cases 
coming  under  their  notice  some  idea  of  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  during  the  year  may  be  obtained. 

“  During  the  year  July,  1931,  to  June,  1932,  the  Committee 
have  supplied  to  suitable  cases  1,507  pints  of  Grade  A  milk, 
and  ublbs.  of  fresh  butter.  In  all,  from  the  inception  of 
the  scheme  in  March,  1931,  until  September,  1932,  a  total 
of  2,500  pints  of  milk,  and  200  lbs.  of  butter  have  been 
distributed  to  selected  patients.  It  was  felt  that  this  would 
be  one  of  the  most  practicable  ways  of  assistance  until  such 
time  as  the  financial  position  permits'  of  more  substantial  help 
being  given. 

“  Some  34  patients  have  been  assisted  by  the  supply  of 
extra  nourishment  over  long  periods.  In  a  considerable 
number  of  these  cases  of  both  Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  marked  benefit  has  accrued,  and  upon 
various  occasions  the  Committee  has  received  letters  of 
thanks  from  patients  or  their  relatives.  The  problem  of 
under-nourishment  in  relation  to  the  treatment  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  is  a  very  serious  one  to  solve.  It  is  understood  that 
the  Care  Committee  has  no  funds  for  the  relief  of  distress, 
which  is  in  other  hands  and  outside  the  scope  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  work.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  able  to  assist  patients  in  other  ways,  and 
their  work  has  been  productive  of  good  results. 

“It  was  possible  to  arrange  for  the  instruction  of  two  young 
girls  in  leather  work  (making  of  purses,  handbags,  etc.) 
and  in  embroidery.  Another,  a  youth,  has  received  a 
prolonged  course  of  instruction  in  gardening.  He  has  been 
fitted  out  with  clothing,  and  is  now  in  steady  remunerative 
employment  as  a  general  help  and  assistant  gardener. 
Recently  one  of  the  ladv  members  of  the  Committee  has 
arranged  to  give  a  course  of  instruction  in  handcraft  to  several 
female  patients.  Several  lady  members  of  the  Committee 
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have  from  time  to  time  visited  certain  patienta  at  their  homes 
and  have  given  kindly  advice  and  help  in  pressing  social 
and  domestic  problemsi 

“  The  encouragement  given,  and  work  carried  out  in  this 
connection  is  deserving  of  praise  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  members  concerned  have  many  other  calls  upon  their  time, 
and  that  this  area  is  an  extensive  one  to  cover. 

In  two  instances  the  Committee  defrayed  the  cost  of  the 
visits  of  relatives  to  Sanatoria.  In  one  case  a  widower  out 
of  work  for  a  long  time,  was  enabled  to  visit  his  child  who 
had  become  very  ill ;  in  the  other  a  mother  was  visited  by 
her  daughter ;  in  this  way  certain  domestic  matters  were 
straightened  out  which  enabled  the  patient  to  continue  her 
treatment  in  the  Sanatorium. 

“The  first  two  years  of  the  Committee’s  existence  have 
also  been  productive  of  benefit  to  the  general  scheme  of  care 
of  the  Consumptive.  It  has  been  possible  to  organise  a  fund 
to  provide  the  local  Sanatorium  and  Fever  Hospital  with  a 
complete  Wireless  Installation.  Various  suitable  indoor 
and  outdoor  recreations  and  games  have  been  provided  for 
the  tuberculous  patients  at  the  Brumby  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

I  he  Committee  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  have'  expressed  their 
warm  thanks  and  appreciation  of  these  gifts. 

In  the  discussions  of  the  Committee,  wider  problems  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  inevitably  arisen. 

“  In  the  control  of  consumption,  many  questions  of  policy, 
finance,  and  organisation  arise  which  must  be  decided 
ultimately  by  the  Statutory  Authorities  of  Sanatoria,  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Schemes,  and  by  Parliament  The  Committee  hope 
constantly  to  keep  under  review  various  matters  which  may 
help)  in  furthering  the  interests  of  tuberculous  patients  in  this 
area. 

Among  other  important  matters  which  have  been  dis¬ 
cussed  are  the  following  : — 

“  The  better  organisation  of  the  work  of  the  Committee 
in  Social  Welfare. 

“  The  provision  of  work  schemes  for  those  able  to  under¬ 
take  such. 

The  Colony  system  in  the  treatment  and  employment  of 
our  patients. 

The  provision  of  ‘  Home  Helps  ’  and  the  care  of  children 
of  absent  parents. 
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“  The  provision  of  special  medical  apparatus. 

“  The  provision  of  clothing-,  etc.  to  necessitous  cases. 

“  Handcraft  Classes. 

“  The  relation  of  the  Committee  to  various  Statutory 
Authorities. 

“  Matters  relating  to  finance,  raising  of  funds.” 

At  Cleethorpes,  as  was  reported  last  year,  the  Committee 
has  provided  an  After-Care  Work  Centre  for  the  employment 
of  tuberculous  patients.  The  success  of  this  venture  has 
been  such  that  the  Committee  have  had  to  considerably 
enlarge  their  premises.  There  are  now  8  male  and  3  female 
patients  undergoing  training.  Dr.  Stott,  i  uberculosis 
Officer  at  Cleethorpes,  who  has  taken  a  very  great  interest 
in  this  work,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  The  main  work  now  being  done  in  the  workshop  consists 
of  portable  buildings,  such  as  poultry  houses,  pig  houses, 
dog  kennels,  garden  sheds,  etc.,  but  all  kinds  of  carpentry- 
work  are  undertaken.  A  covered  stand  was  taken  at  the 
Grimsby  Cattle  Market  where  poultry  houses  are  exhibited. 
Oak  curbs,  shopping  baskets  and  cane  trays  are  also  made, 
and  these  are  sold  wholesale  to  local  firms.” 

“  Since  the  1st  June,  1932,  to  the  31st  December,  1932,  the 
sales  amounted  to  about  £185,  as  compared  to  ^84  for  the 
corresponding  period  last  year,  making  a  total  for  the  whole 
year  of  about  ^260.” 

“  One  of  the  patients  recently  started  is  a  boy  15  years  of 
age  who  is  suffering  from  tuberculous  disease  of  the  spine. 
The  disease  is  now  arrested,  but  he  is  only  fit  to  do  a  few 
hours  light  work  per  day.  At  the  workshop  he  is  learning- 
carpentry  work,  and  is  doing  four  hours  daily,  and  for  the 
present  is  not  allowed  to  do  any  heavy  work.  As  his  general 
condition  improves,  I  anticipate  in  time  he  will  be  fit  enough 
to  do  a  full  day’s  w-ork,  and  can  then  either  stay  at  the  Work 
Centre  or  obtain  employment  as  a  carpenter  elsewhere.  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  Workshop  this  boy  w-ould  have  had  no 
occupation  to  follow",  and  he  would  have  had  little  chance 
of  obtaining  the  kind  of  work  he  could  do.” 

“  The  Cleethorpes  scheme  differs  from  a  village  settlement 
in  that  there  is  no  Sanatorium  attached,  and  the,  patients  live 
in  their  own  homes  in  different  parts  of  the  towm,  instead 
of  being  housed  in  hostels  and  cottages  as  a  separate  com¬ 
munity,  but  the  principles  in  both  schemes  are  the  same.” 
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"When  the  question  of  expense  is  considered,  there  is  no  com- 
pai  ison  between  the  two  schemes,  as  for  a  village  settlement 
in  addition  to  the  workshops,  hostels  and  houses  have  to 
be  provided,  and  it  is  principally  due  to  this  financial  outlay 
that  many  Local  Authorities  have  been  prevented  from 
proceeding  with  a  village  settlement  scheme.” 

In  the  same  report  it  is  stated  that  it  is  more  economical 
to  subsidise  a  patient  in  a  village  settlement  than  to  allow 
the  patient  and  his  family  to  be  supported  entirelv 
unemployed  from  the  Public  Assistance  Funds.” 

"It  is,  therefore,  suggested  that  the  Lindsey  County 
Council  should  subsidise  each  patient  who  is  undergoing 
training  at  the  Work  Centre  by  making  a  grant  to  the  Care 
Committee.  Owing  to  the  substantial  amounts  paid  out  by 
that  Committee  for  the  Workshop,  equipment,  working 
expenses,  etc.,  totalling  over  £ 300 ,  the  Committee  have  now 
very  little  money  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work.” 

"  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  was  decided  to 
eniaige  die  present  workshop,  as  for  several  months  past 
it  has  been  top  small  Jor  the  requirements.  The  extension 
is  pi  aotically  finished,  the  whole  building  being  now  60  feet 
in  length,  which  is  double  the  size  of  the  original  building. 

'  he  cost  of  the  extension,  together  with  a  wood  store,  will 
be  about  and  although  there  were  no  funds  to  meet 

this  amount,  the  matter  was  regarded  as  being  so  urgent 
that  the  Committee  decided  to  request  the  Bank  to  allow  an 
overdraft  on  their  account  until  such  time'  as  the  money  could 
be  raised.  ” 

The  Care  Committee  have  recently  made  an  appeal  to  local 
residents  for  assistance  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Centre 
and  although  certain  additional  funds  have  been  raised  in 
this  way  I  feel  that  unless  some  substantial  financial 
assistance  is  forthcoming;  from  the  County  Council,  the  work 
of  the  Centre  will  not  be  the  success  that  it  should  be.  I 
would,  therefore,  suggest  that  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
County  Council  be  appointed  to  go  into  the  matter  in  order 
(o  ascertain  whether  some  satisfactory  arrangement  could 
be  come  to  on  the  lines  suggested.” 

“  1  he  patients  receive  5s.  per  week  in  wages,  but  the  time 
does  not  appear  far  distant  when  it  will  be  possible  to  pay 
those  who  are  earning  considerably  more  than  this  amount, 
a  wage.  Assome  of  these  patients  are  in  receipt  of 

relief  from  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  the  matter  is  a 
little  involved,  but  if  the  Sub-Committee  were  appointed  thev 
would  also  recommend  what  course  should  be  adopted.” 
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Table  showing  in  summary  form  the  condition  at  the  end  of  1932  of  all  patients  remaining  on  the  Dispensary  Register  and  the  reasons  for  the  removal  of  all  cases  written  off  the  Register.  The  lable  is 
arranged  according  to  the  years  in  which  the  patients  were  first  entered  on  the  Dispensary  Register  as  definite  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  their  classification  at  t  a  time. 
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Institutional  Treatment. 

The  County  Council  has  provided  93  beds  for  the  treatment 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  follows  : — 

Branston  Hall  Sanatorium,  67  beds  for  early  cases,  adult 
females  and  children. 

Brumby  Isolation  Hospital,  14  beds  for  advanced  cases, 
both  sexes. 

Louth  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  12  beds  for  advanced  cases, 
both  sexes. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Gainsborough  Urban  District 
Council  an  additional  12  beds  are  available  for  County  cases 
at  the  Foxbv  Hill  Isolation  Hospital,  Gainsborough. 

No  provision  for  adult  males  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease  is  available  in  the  Administrative  County.  These 
cases  are  sent  to  instutitions  outside  the  County,  as  and  when 
beds  are  available,  the  majority  going  to  the  Sanatoria  at 
Grimsby,  Ipswich/  and  Kelling. 

Patients  suffering  from  any  of  the  non-pulmonary  forms  of 
tuberculosis  are  also  provided  for  at  institutions  outside  the 
County. 

1  he  following  table  shows  for  both  pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  number  of  patients  under  treat¬ 
ment  or  observation  at  the  different  institutions  throughout 
the  year.

ORTHOPAEDICS. 

Reporting  on  the  work  of  the  five  Orthopaedic  Clinics 
established  in  the  County  Mr.  Bilcliffe,  the  Surgeon-in- 
Charge,  states  : — 

“  The  full  range  of  cases  within  the  scope  of  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Scheme  follow  closely  those  relating  only  to  school 
children. 

Compared  with  1931,  43  more  cases  were  seen  and  100 
more  attendances  made  at  the  Surgeon’s  Clinics  and  100  more 
attendances  at  the  Intermediate  Clinics,  while  seven  less  cases 
were  treated  at  hospitals. 

Infantile  Paralysis  and  Tuberculosis  cases  remained  at 
about  the  same  figure  as  in  1931. 

Scunthorpe  is  by  far  the  busiest  clinic,  and  it  has  frequently 
happened  that  there  has  been  barely  enough  room  for  the 
patients  to  wait  in. 

The  Scheme  works  very  smoothly  and  this  is  due  to  the 
ever  ready  help  and  co-operation  of  Dr.  Campbell  and  his 
staff  and  to  the  excellent  work  done  by  Miss  Bausor  and  Miss 
Jones,  to  all  of  whom  my  best  thanks  are  gladly  given.”

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

The  number  of  persons  whose  names  were  on  the  Mental 
Defective  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  709,  of  whom 
610  had  been  classified  after  medical  examination  as  being 
mentally  defective,  and  99  had  been  reported  from  some 
reliable  source  as  being  mentally  defective  but  had  not  been 
medically  certified.  Last  year  the  number  on  the  register 
who  had  been  definitely  certified  was  597  or  14  fewer  than 
this  year. 

The  number  of  feeble-minded  children  known  to  the 
authority  for  whom  the  Education  Committee  is  responsible 
is  103  this  year  and  last  year  was  76. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  ascertain  and  accurately  to 
classify  all  cases  of  mental  defect.  Suspected  cases  have 
been  reported  through  the  Public  Assistance  Department  by 
Health  Visitors)  and1  by  members  of  Care  Committees ;  cases 
under  remand  have  been  referred  by  magistrates  for  examina¬ 
tion. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  examine  and  certify  cases 
found  at  the  schools  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officers  children  under  five  years  of  age.  All  other 
cases  are  examined  by  the  Deputy  County  M.O.H.,  who  also 
sees  all  cases  among  children  in  which  the  diagnosis  is 
doubtful  and  all  remand  cases. 

The  County  Council  decided  during  the  year  that  the  super¬ 
vision  of  defectives  throughout  the  area  which  had  hitherto 
been  performed  for  the  Council  by  the  Lindsey  Child 
Welfare  and  Mental  Welfare  Association,  should  in  future 
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be  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own  Medical  arid  Nursing 
Staff.  The  supervision  of  defectives  in  their  homes  is, 
therefore,  now  being'  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  Health 
Visitors.  The  Health  Visitors  are  responsible  for  the  defec¬ 
tives  in  their  respective  areas.  Each  defective  is,  as  far  as 
possible,  visited  and  reported  on  monthly. 

It  was  also  decided  that  the  Occupation  Centres  at  Clee- 
thorpes,  Gainsboroug-h  and  Scunthorpe  should  be  taken  ovc- 
and  controlled  directly  by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  finding  vacancies  for 
cases  requiring  institutional  care  and  control. 

The  conversion  of  the  Caistor  Public  Assistance  Institution 
into  a  home  for  older  and  lower  grade  defectives  is  now 
nearing  completion.  Accommodation  will  be  available  for 
44  males  and  74  females.  The  needs  of  this  particular 
class  of  defective  will,  therefore,  be  largely  provided  for  at 
Caistor. 

The  higher  grade  trainable  defectives  will  eventually  be 
provided  for  at  Harmston  Hall  Institution  under  the  control 
of  the  Lincolnshire  Joint  Board,  but  as  the  plans  embodying 
the  necessary  alterations  and  additions  have  only  just  been 
approved  by  the  Government  Department  concerned  some 
time  must  elapse  before  the  Institution  is  ready  for  the 
reception  of  patients.

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MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  whereby  Lindsey 
patients  can  attend  the  Mental  Out-patient  Clinics  held  at 
Lincoln  and  Grimsby.  The  Clinic  at  Lincoln  is  provided  by 
the  County  Hospital  Authorities,  while  that  at  Grimsby  is 
provided  by  the  Corporation.  Sessions  are  held  weekly  when 
necessary,  and  arrangements  for  the  attendance  of  County 
cases  are  made  through  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Dr. 
J.  A.  Macarthur,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Bracebridge 
Mental  Hospital,  Lincoln,  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of 
both  Clinics. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  period  when  the 
Clinics  were  available  for  Lindsey  patients,  five  County  cases 
attended  for  examination  and  advice.  Under  the  Mental 
Treatment  Act  nine  voluntary  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Bracebridge  Mental  Hospital. 

BLIND  PERSONS. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  Lindsey  Blind  Society 
carry  out,  on  behalf  of' the  County  Council,  the  requirements 
of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  are  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report. 

The  Society  is  now  making  regular  weekly  grants  to 
about  120  persons  either  from  voluntary  funds  or  funds 
provided  bv  the  County  Council.  The  Council  have 
now  amended  their  administrative  scheme  under  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  and  as  from  1st  January,  i933>  the 
Society  will  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  relief  to 
all  blind  persons  and  their  dependents. 

The  Society  have  also  made  a  considerable  number  of 
grants  from  voluntary  funds  in  special  necessitous  cases  and 
have  borne  the  cost  of  the  equipment  of  suitable  blind  persons 
as  boot  repairers,  machine  knitters,  poultry  farmers,  tea 
sellers,  etc. 

Twelve  blind  children  are  at  special  schools  and  eight  blind 
persons  are  at  technical  training  institutions,  while  two  others 
have  finished  their  school  training  and  are  awaiting  admission 
to  technical  institutions.  These  are,  of  course,  maintained 
by  the  Education  Committee. 

There  are  nineteen  Home  Workers  and  the  Society  has 
during  the  past  year  been  giving  very  careful  consideration 
to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  additional  work  for  them, 
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A  blind  man  is  employed  by  the  Society  as  a  brush-maker, 
and  the  brushes  made  by  him  are  being  sold  to  various  Local 
Authorities  and  to  the  County  Council  for  use  in  their 
institutions  and  on  the  roads. 

In  addition  to  these  activities  the  Society  undertakes  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  with  regard  to  the  social  welfare 
of  blind  persons  and  assists  in  the  prevention  of  blindness  by 
the  provision  of  specialist  treatment,  glasses,  etc.

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PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

No  formal  declaration  has  yet  been  made  that  any  of  the 
transferred  Medical  Services  should  be  carried  out  other 
than  under  the  Poor  Law.  There  is,  however,  close  co¬ 
ordination  of  the  Medical  Work  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  and  that  of  the  other  Committees  of  the  Council 
undertaking  health  work.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis,  Mental 
Deficiency,  Crippling,  Defective  Vision,  Dental  Disease, 
etc.,  are  referred  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  dealt 
with  by  the  appropriate  Committee,  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee. 

In  certain  cases  where  treatment  has  been  provided  by 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  the  services  of  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  have  been  available.  For  ex¬ 
ample  during  the  year  15  adult  patients  were  examined 
and  provided  with  glasses.  Advice  was  given  in  regard 
to  the  treatment  of  13  adults  suffering  from  various  general 
diseases. 

Under  the  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Scheme,  treatment  was 
provided  for  20  adults. 

Children  are  of  course  dealt  with  in  the  ordinary  way, 
either  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  or 
the  Education  Committee. 

Medical  Out  Relief. 

The  general  arrangements  for  providing  medical  and 
surgical  assistance  for  the  necessitous  sick  in  their  homes 
remain  unchanged. 

During  the  year  Drs.  S.  R.  MacDougal,  C.  A.  S. 
Hamilton,  H.  B.  Sargeant,  D.  G.  Coutts,  and  C.  MacDonald 
resigned  as  District  Medical  Officers.  The  following  were 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies  : — Drs.  D.  J.  O’Ryan,  E. 
McCausland,  S.  Wray,  J.  W.  Hunt  and  J.  A.  Houston. 

The  weekly  average  number  of  patients  in  receipt  of 
medical  out  relief  during  the  year  was  171.

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The  arrangements  for  the  supervision  of  these  children  are 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  Health  Visitor  visits  once  a 
month  and,  if  necessary,  more  frequently.  One  thousand  one 
hundred  and  five  visits  in  all  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  A  report  is  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  after  each  visit  and  lie  in  turn  forwards  it  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Officer  with  any  comments  or  suggestions  arising 
out  of  it.  Children  found  to  be  in  need  of  medical  treatment 
are  sent  either  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  or  to  the 
appropriate  County  Council  Clinic  and  travelling  expenses 
are  paid  when  necessary.  Dental  treatment  is  provided 
when  it  is  found  to  be  required. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  amongst  the  130  children  dealt  with 
during  the  year  5  or  3.8%  are  mentally  defective. 

On  the  whole  the  children  are  happy  and  well  cared  for, 
and  very  few  cases  of  difficulty  have  arisen.
